RATE CONTROL IS LOST

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 6,—The re- 
ceipt of a letter by Representative Drake 
Watson of Ralls County from Rufus M. 
Potts, Insurance Superintendent of Tili- 
nois, in which Potts comments unfavor- 
ably on the report of the Missouri In- 
surance Commission appointed by Gov. 
Major and on the commission's proposed 
legislation, became known here today. 
The contents of the letter, when they 
Lecame known to a few persons interest- 
ed in insurance legislation, caused con- 


siderable excitement. 

The letter charges that the commis- 
sion’s bill will operate against the in- 
terests of the people of the State and in 
the interest of the insurance companies. 

Regarding the commission's report, the 
latter states that “O. B. Ryon, general 
counsel of the ‘Insurance Combine,’ 
otherwise known as the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters, says he had read 
this report and that he knows it to be 
a good one.” 

Gov. Major this morning said that 
he had received a copy of Potts’ let- 

‘ter .to Watson. The Governor de- 
nounced the statements in the letter 
as untrue and referred to Potts as 
“erratic.” 

He said that he personally knew 
that the report upon which the bill 
is based was written by Insur- 
ance Superintendent Revelle in Jet. 
ferson City and *that in his opinion 
Revelle was so much better informed 
on insurance than Potts that he would 
not give Potts’ opinion much weight. 

Revelle is not in the city. 

The insurance commission appointed 
py Gov. Major to investigate insurance 
“@onditions andireport to the Legislature 
on advisable legislation, is composed of 
Charies G. Revelle, Superintendent of 
Insurance; Edward F. Goltra of St. 

‘Louis, C. D. Goodrum of Lamar, George 


~ Clayton of Hannibal, Joseph Reynolds of 


Kansas City and M. D. Aber of War- 


rensburg. 

Edward Goltra, chairman of the Mis- 
sourl Insurance Commission, when told 
of the Potts letter, said the report of 
his commission was compiled and writ- 
ten by Insurance Commissioner Revelle 
and himself, in conjunction with all the 
members of the commission, and was 
complied, he said, from the commission's 
findings after traveling all over ai 
State. 

Goltre Advanced Funds for mena, 

The commission had no funds with 
which to pay the expenses of the inves- 
tigation, which took it to many parts of 
the United States, and the money was 
advanced by Goltra. The Governor, in 


‘his message to the Legislature, recom- 
' mended that Goltra be 


reimbursed by an 
appropriation by the Legislature. 

A report was filed with the Governor 
b® the cOmmission. In accordance with 
the report a bill based upon its find- 
ings and conclusions was introduced in 
the House by Representative Watson. 

Watson wrote to Insurance Superin- 
tendent Potts, sending a copy of the bill 

‘ and asking his opinion of it. Potts’ re- 
ply was startling. Potts also sent copies 
' of the letter to other State officers. 

Watson, when shown a copy of Potts’ 
lettemitoday, expressed surprise that it 
had beoome public. He re the copy 
and said it was a copy of the letter re- 
cetved by him from Potts. 
he had discussed the letter with Insur- 

ce Superintendent Revelle. 

When asked what he intended to do

Testifies $200 Was Paid to Him 
for Affidavit Connecting Ne- 
gro With Girl’s Murder. 


PROMISED $10,000, HE SAYS 


Declares in Trial of Burns Detec- 
tive That’ Offer Was Gon- 
tingent on Acquittal. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 29.—The Rev. C. 
B. Ragsdale, former pastor of a local 
church, reiterated on the stand today 
his testimony of yesterday that he was 
paid $200 for signing a false affidavit 
to be used in the defense of Leo M. 
Frank, who has appealed to the Su- 
Court of the United States 
against a death sentence for the mur- 
der of Mary Phagan, a 14-year-old girl 
employed in the pencil factory of which 
he was superintendent. 

Ragsdale was the first State witness 
called in the trial of Dan S. lLehon, 
Southern manager of the Burns Detec- 
tive Agency; Arthur Thurman. a law- 
and C. C. Tedder, a former police- 
man, charged witn subornation of per- 
jury in connection with affidavits 
signed by Ragsdale and R. L. Barber. 
in which they declared they overheard 
James Conley, a negro, confess he had 
murdered a girl in the factory where 
Mary Phagan was killed. 

Prospect of $10,000 

Replying to questions of attorneys for 
the defense, Ragsdale held to his direct 
testimony that he had negotiated with 
Thurman, Tedder and Ishon for the 
signing’ of the affidavit: that he had 
received $200 from Thurman in Tedder’s 
presence for signing» the document and 
that a man “with a voice like Lehon’s’’ 
had telephoned him, after he had re- 
ceived the money, to ‘‘sit steady in the 
boat, there’s $10,000 for you if this thing 
goes through.” Ragsdale declared he 
was unconscious a part of the time he 
was in the office of Frank’s lawyer to 
sign the affidavit. 

Solidictor Dorsey introduced an affi- 
davit by Tedder, signed after Ragsdale 
had repudiared his affidavit. Tedder 
stated he knew nothing of tho affair 
until aefew minutes before Ragsdale and 
Barber signed the affidavits, when he 
said he saw the men in Thurman's ef- 
fice. Tedder’s affidavit continued: 

‘‘Later the sanie cay I saw Lehon and 
said: ‘Well, I understand the preacher 
rnade an affidavit,’ to which Lehon re- 
pied: ‘Yes, Thurman got him to come 
through.’ ” 

Ragsdale testified yesterday to alleged 
meetings with the defendants, when he 
said the affidavit was discussed and de- 
scribed the signing of:the document in 
the office of Luther Z. Rosser of 
Frank’s counsel. On the night he re- 
ceived the $200 he said, ‘‘a man rode to 
my house on a motor cycle and told mv 
sons to tell their father not to say any- 
thing to anybody unless it was a Burns 
man.”’ 

W. W. Rogers, a former policeman 
and later employed by the Burns De- 
tective Agency here in its investigation 
of the Frank case, testified for the State 
today that Lehon sent him to the homes 
of Ragsdale and Barber on the evening 
of the day they had signed the affi- 
davits to tell them not to talk to any- 
body unless it was a Burns agent, and 
make the agent show a blue card be- 
fore talking. Rogers said he never had 
freard Lehon talk to Ragsdale over the 
telephone. 

“Did you ever hear William J. Burns 
talk to Ragsdale over the telephone?’ 
Solicitor Hugh Dorsey asked. 

“Yes,’’ replied the witness. ‘‘Burns 
sent me to Ragsdale’s house to get 
names of people to testify to his good 
character. Ragsdale’s family turned me 
away at the door. When I reported this

ed the appeal of the James Campbell 
neirs and the Mercantile Trust Co., 


executor under the Campbell will, 
from the Probate Court's decision ap- 
pointing John S. Leahy as adminis- 
(rator pending the contest of the 
will. 

Judge Hennings further declared 
that the Probate Court, before tak- 
ing so important a step as to set 
aside the chosen administrator and 
name another, should have informed 
itself whether the persons contesting 
the will had any standing in court, 
and whether they would be entitled 
to any part of the estate, should the 
will be set aside. He said that if 
Campbell left a direct heir the con- 
testants would have no standing in 
court, and should not have been per- 
fitted to interfere *vith the adminis- 
tration of the estate. To permit such 
interference, he said was not “good 
law or common sense.” | 

Question of Direct Heir First. 

Therefore, Judge Hennings § said, 
the question of prime importance in 
the case is whether Campbell left a 
direct heir. He said he would be 
ready next week to hear evidence on 
this phase of the case. The attor- 
neys for both sides in the contest 
have been seeking evidence on this 
point in New York in the last few 
weeks, and each side has obtained 
depositions. 

The contestants are trying to 
prove that Mrs. Lois Campbell Burk- 
ham is nét the daughter of James 
Campbell, while the defense, compris- 
ing Mrs. Campbell, Mrs. Burkham, the 
Mercantile Trust Co. and St. Louls 
University, hold that her parentage is 
established. 

George D. Webster, attorney for 
Leahy, said he would apply to the Su- 
preme Court at Jefferson City for a 
writ of prohibition, to prevent Judge 
Hennings from taking any (further 
action in the case. He said that, if 
this writ were granted, it would be 
equivalent to a final denial of the ap- 
peal, which Hennings has just granted. 
Leahy, he said, would then be in a po- 
sition to demand the fees which the 
Mercantile Trust Co. has collected for 
its work as administrator, since the 
appointment of Leahy was made by 
Probate Judge Holtcamp. 

Backed by Other Judges. 

Judge Hennings said he had consulted 
with Judges Cave and Koerner, and 
that they had concurred in his opinion. 
He also said he had talked with Judge 
Hitchcock, who was his predecessor in 
courtroom No. 3, and who refused to 
yrant the appeal. He said Hitchcock 
had failed to convince him that the re- 
fusal was based on sound legal! Brounds. 

The Campbell will, filed last August, 
ramed the trust company as adminis- 
trator, and left the estate, with an esti- 
mated value of $16,000,000, in trust for 
Mrs. Campbdell.and dois Campbell] (who 
was then unmarried) during their life- 
time, with St. Louis University as the 
uitimat® beneficiary. 

The will contest was filed Oct. 3 by 
the heira of a deceased brother of James 
Campbell, who are residents of Cin- 
cinnati. A sister of Campbell, living in 
St. Louis, later joined the plaintiffs. L. 
Frank Ottofy is their lawyer. 

On the demand of Ottofy, Probate 
Judge Holtcamp set aside the appoint- 
ment of the trust compary as adminis- 
trator, and named Leahy as administre- 
tor, pending the litigation. The trust 
company and the heirs took an appeal 
to the Circuit Court, but after the case 
had been assigned to Judge Hitchcock's 
division, a motion was filed to dismiss 
the appeal, and Judge Hitchcock granted 
the motion. A rehearing was then asked. 
arfd while this motion was pending, 
Judge Hennings replaced Judge Hitch- 


Judge Hennings, in his decision. de- 
clared the right of appeal should have 
heen recognized, and said: 

“The point of the case is, have the 
plaintiffs a right to bring this suit at 
all? 

“There is no question that if the tes- 
tator (Campbell) was childiess, and the 
will was set aside the contestants would 


ihe interested in the probate of the will. 
| But if he had a daughter it makes no 


aifference to them whether the 
stands or not—they cannot benefit. 

“IT am of the opinion that it was the 
duty of the Probate Court to determine 
the preliminary question of the interest 
of the plaintiffs in the probate of the

‘Tt would be a harsh rule, indeed, in 
the case of a testator leaving a large 
estate and a number of heirs, by his wil!

There is no law requiring a loaf t» 
weigh 16 ounces, but loaves formerly 
weighed a pound and usage has estab- 
lished that as the standard weight. 

Adolph Boettlef, president of the 
American Bakery Co., and George Man. 
ewal, president of the Manewal Bread 
Co., say tHat bread is now being sold 
at a loss because of the very consider- 
able advance in the price of flour, which 
is now selling at $7.75 a barrel wholesate 
for the best grades, $2.0 a barrel higher 
than it was July 10. 

Further Reduction Probabie. 

President Manewal told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today that the loav:s 
now being sold by his bakery do not 
weigh 16 ounces. The Manewal compa- 
nv, he said, was making 14-ounce loaves, 
which, he thowght, was the largest be 
ing made in the city. Sixteen ounces of 
dough was used, he said, but after bak- 
ing, the weight was 14 ounces. 

Bakers have not decided whether to 
increase the price of the loaves or make 
a further reduction in the weight. 

Loaves purchased in different parts of 
the city by Post-Dispatch reporters were 
taken to the office of the Inspector of 
Weights and Measures at the city hall, 
where they were weighed by Chief Dep- 
uty Harry W. Mathews. The smallest 
vas found to be a 4-cent loaf purehased 
from the Kroger Stores Co., 805 North 
Sixth street, which weighed 114; ounces, 


and the largest was a 5-cent loaf pur-] 


chased from the Remley Grocery Co., 
600 Franklin avenue, which weighed 17 
cunces.

The Kroger Stores Co. until recently 
sold two" loaves for 5 cents. The pur- 
chaser -was told that the price had ad 
vanced and was now 4 cents for a single 
loaf or 6 cents for two loaves. 

President Manewal said there was no 
association of bakers and that an in- 
crease of price would not be the result 
of an understanding among them, but 
that each would likely act independent- 
ly. At the present price, he @aid, bread 
was being sold at a loss. If the market 
continued high there would have to be 
an increase, but his company would 
hold off as long as possible. 

President Boettler of the American 
Bakery Co. said an advance in the price 
of bread could not be_ stopped. His 
company was selling at a loss on ac- 
count of the steady advance in the price 
of flour and raw products. There had, 
so far as he knew, been no action 
taken, but he felt that the advance 
would? be made soon. 

A suit charging the American Bakery 
with being a trust in restraint of 
trade was filed in the Supreme Court 
at Jefferson City by Attorney-General 
taker, Jan ll. He charged that seven 
bakery concerns had combined to form 
the American Bakery Co. and had by 
an agreement reduced the size of a loaf 
from 16 to 13 ounces, 

The seven companies named in the suit 
are the Welle-Boettler, Freund Bros., 
St. Louis Baking, A. A. Condon, Home, 
Heydt and Hauck-Hoerr companies.

LONDON, Jan. 29.—With the renewal 
of offensive operations by the Turks In 
the Caucasus apparently timed so as to 
fores Russia to send more troops into 
this field, the Austro-German activities 
in Galicta and the Carpathians con- 
tinue to dominate the military situa- 
tion.

Favors Companies

writers, says he has read this report 
and that he considers it a good oue. 
“Tt is difficult to adequately express 
briefly the general impression which the 
provisions of this bill produce. upon one 
acquainted with the inner workings and 
destres of the vast insurance concerns 
and their adroit and tireless efforts to 
prevent any realization by the people 
of the different states of the Union of 
any benefit whatever from their power 
to absolutely regulate (fire assurance 
rates which were confirmed by them by 
the recent decision of the United States 
Supreme Court f{n the Kansas rate case. 
Says It Would Annul Rate Laws. 
“The provisions of the bill are drawn 
in. such manner that they would su.-. 
stantially neutralize and nullify the 
power of your State to make, Control 
cr regulate fire insurance rates in any 
effective manner whatever. It makes 
some apparent concession on relatively 
unimportant matters and has some good 
provisions as to matters which do not 
affect, or which are in reality in favor 
of the insurance companies. 

‘The United States Supreme Court 
decision gives each state the power, 
through an Insurance Commission or 
other instrumentality, either in the 
first place to make the rates of fire 
insurance themselves, or at least to 
effectively regulate and control rates 
proposed by the companies, making 
them just and equitable. This bill, 
however, permits the companies, 
through ‘their own actuarial bureau, or 
burea » themselves make the rates. 
It is as Unwise to give the insurance 
companies power to make rates in any 
manner, even if the power is expressly 
reserved to regulate these rates, as it 
would be to give any other combine or 
trust, which has a practical monopoly 
of any necessity, power to fix the rates 
at which such necessity is sold. The 
companies will inevitably fix high rates 
and then use every subterfuge and 
scheme known to shrewd, cunning and 
able men to resist any change in rates 
by state authority. 

“In this bill, however, there is not 
even the reservation or provision of any 
power of the state to fix Mhsurance 
rates. It is true, there is a provision 
that if five years’ experience shows 
that there has been an ‘undue profit,’ 
a change may, be ordered, subject to 
appeal to a court. The form and limi- 
tation of this provision simply means 
that there will in actual practice be 
no changes in rates obtainable by any 
state authority. 

Means Companies Will Fix Rates. 
“In other states, where a somewhat 
similar provision has been in effect, 
there has not been a single change 
made by atate authority in rates. The 
complications, uncertainty, expense and 
danger involved to the Insured effecty- 
ally deter him from making any strug-

“But above all, it will be impossible to 
LVCN prove ‘undue profit’ uniess the in- 
furmation is obtained as to the premium 
rates and loss ratio on each of the dif- 
ferent’ classes of risks into which all in- 
,urance risks of the State are subdi- 
vided. This bill does not authorize or 
wrmit the Superintendent of Insurance 
tu require the companies to furnish sta- 
tirtics of the premiums, loases, etc., on 
the different classes of risks into which 
tne State may be subdivided. There is a 
provision which appears to require the 
companies to furnish this information 
io their actuarial bureau, and this may 


if its members to the, State authority, 
bat this is. an entirely different thing 
from requiring each company to furnish 
the information on its business to the 
State. 


Object to Giving Statistics. 

“One of my assistants has recently 
held a conference with the chairman of 
the actuarial committee of the under- 
writers’ board with reference to the 
rreparation of a blank for reporting the 
business of each company on the dif- 
ferent classes of risks in the State. It 
plainly developed in said conference that 
the companies will not permit, if it ‘%# 
possible for them tc prevent it by anv 
means, that the insurance authorities of 
the various states shall obtain statistics 
as to the premiums and losses of. the 
different companies on the different 
classes of property. 

“The chairman frankly admitted that 
they wanted to withhold this informa- 
tion because if it became known what 
classes were very profitable, the State 
would require the rates thereon to be re- 
duced. 

“The provision that appears in section 
14 to the effect that the Superintendent 
of Insurance of Missouri must take 
‘proper and reasonable consideration’ of 
the conflagration liability outside ‘of 
your State, and the provision in section 
15, that in case of an appeal from a de- 
cision of the Insurance Superindent, as 
to five-year rates being ‘unduly profit- 
able,’ the companies might, until the 
matter was decided by the Supreme 
Court, in the meantime charge a higher 
rate subject te be repaid, of course, in 
case the decision was against them, are 
provisions entirely for the benefit of the 
insurance companies and wholly un- 
justifiable from the standpoint of the 
interests of the citizens of the State of 
Missouri. 

“These are a few 
which occur to me in relation to the 
provisions of this bill. It appears to be 
permeated througheut by a subtle and 
adroit influence in favor ef the ingur- 
ance companies. It is contrary in al- 
most every particular to the best in- 
terests of the people of the Btate of 
Missouri who pay the fire insurance 
premiums, and who are doubtless hop- 
ing, from your Legislature, for seme 
relief from the exactions which they

Urges State to Make Ita Own Retes, 

“As I have heretorfore stated, the 
best and I believe the only really ef- 
fective plan of securing complete re- 
lief to the people from the exactions 
of the fire insurance “combine” is a 
system of state fire insurance, but if 
this is not desired by your state, the 
very least that the Legislature can 
do is to previde a commission or 
other state instrumentality with 
power to make fire insurance rates 
that are just and reasonable, based 
upon information accumulated year 
by year as to the fire losses in the 
different classes of risks into which 
all insurable property in the state is 
to be subdivided. 

“The fact that the conservative Su- 
preme Court of the United States in 
its recent decision has said that this 
power is necessary under existing in- 
surance conditons for the protection 
of the citizens of the state from in- 
surance oppression and extortion, 
proves, beyond the shadow of a 
doubt—makes it as certain as any- 
thing humanly can be, that it is nec- 
essary that the state, through its les- 
islative department, exercise this 
power and enact Jaws for the pur- 
pose of making or regulating fire in- 
surance rates. Anything less .than 
this is a betrayal of the people's in- 
terest and in favor of one of the most 
formidable “combines” now in exist- 
ence. 

“You have asked my opinion and I have 
given it you frankly and not with the 
intention to be discourteous to you or 
to antagonize you personally, but have 
expressed myself strongly because ! 
sympathize deeply with the people of 
the State of Missouri on account of the 
(reatment they have received at the 
hands of the fire insurance ‘combine,’ 
and know that the provisions of this bill 
will not help them, but will make their 
condition worse if anything than before.

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PROSECUTION FOR 
| FRAUD IN PARKWAY 
PETITIONS PLANNED 


Sidener Announces He Will Pro- 
ceed Against Men Who Made 
False Affidavits. 


After the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners had announced today that the 
names-on some of the Parkway refer- 
endum petition wére palpable forgeries, 
Prosecuting Attorney Howard Sidener 


told a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
would prosecute every circulator of pe- 
titions who had made false affidavits. 
The law requires each canvasser to 
make an affidavit that he saw the 
voter. sign the petitions, and that he 
believed the signature waa written by 
the person whose name it purported to 
be.

The commisisonerg declared that all 
the 49 names on one petition were 
clearly forgeries. All voters have to 
sign the registration books when 
they register. Each signature on the 
petitions is compared with the sig- 
natures on the registration books. It 
was through this comparison that 
the checkers in the Election Com- 
missioners’ office discovered the 
forgerios. 

The commissioners said it was not 
their province to call the attention of 
the prosecuting authorities to the 
frauds, but that they would make a 
record of what they had found, and 
that this record would be available 
to the Circuit and Prosecuting At- 
torneys upon the completion of the 
canvass. 

The commissioners rejected 342 
names on the first 27 petitions, and 
found that 862 names were those of 
bonafide registered voters. 

28 Per Cent of Names Stricken Off. 

The 161 petitions submitted by the op- 
ponents of the parkway contained 7215 
naines. Under the law the preliminary 
petition must contain 2 per cent of the 
registered voters, which, upon the basis 
of the registration, is 3014. If it should 
be found that the petitions contain this 
number of names of registered voters, 
the ordinance wil] be suspended for an 
additional 30 days, during which the op- 
ronents of the parkway will have to 
obtain another 5 per cent of the regis- 
tered voters. 

Twenty-eight per cent of the names 
on the first 37 petitions examined by the 
Election Commissioners were found te 
be defective or fraudulent. It would 
be necessary to strike 59 per cent of the 
names from the petitions to knock out 
the parkway referendum.

LONDON, Jan. 2@.—The Daily :Tele- 
graph tedeay prints an interesting story 
of the last: moments of -the German 
armored cruiser Bluecher, which was 
sunk in Sunday's engagement between 
the British and German squadrons in the 
North Sea. 

Hxcept in the case of the torpedo boat 
destroyer, Meteor, the correspondent 
says, there was not a single casualty 
in, the line of the small boats. 

The correspondent adds that when the 
Arethusa fired two torpedoes at the 
Bluecher that cruiser was an easy 
target. The second torpedo hit her 
squarely amidships and tore such a 
tremendous hole in her thet she sank 
at once. “The last scene on the Bluecher 
proved the heroism of the German 
sallors, who were lined up along her 
rail, aware that the ship was doomed. 
The correspondent says the men doffed 
their hats and joined in a chorus of 
‘“Hochs” as she began: to sink. 

' The joy of the officers at being res- 
cued found expression tn gifts of rings, 
watches and money to the rescuers. 
The British sailors wanted to refuse 
them, but the Germans pressed the,gifts 
on them saying, “You have saved our 
lives. Take these as little mementoes.”’ 
The German sailors naturally had noth- 
ing to offer, but they were profuse in 
their expressions of gretitude. They 
made persistent requests of their British 
foes for cigarettes. 

The British ght cruiser Aurora, ac- 
cording to thé correspondent, was in 
action with the German light cruiser 
Kolberg. The Aurora's first shot, he 
says, carfied away the Kolberg’s nvid- 
ship funnel, while her” guns raked the 
German boat.

Four girls who this year won the 
Washington University scholarships 


awarded in each of the four high schools

BILL 10 ABOLISK 
INHERITANCE TAX 
FEES APPROVED 


House Judiciary Committee Re- 
ports in Favor of 3 Appraisers 
at $2000 a Year Each. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 29.—The Ju- 
diciary Committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives today reported favorably a 
bill introduced by Representative 
Moroney of St. Louis to provide for the 
appointment in St. Louis of three col- 
lateral inheritance tax appraisers at 
salaries of $2000 a year each. The ob- 
ject of the bill is to abolish the prac- 
tice which has grown up in the Probate 
Court of St. Louis under Judge Holt- 
camp of appointing lawyer favorites to 

make these appraisals and allowing 
them fees amounting to $3 a day on 
each estate handled. 

Under the practice in St. Louis, Ed- 
ward W. Lee and Henry A. Baker were 
given practically a monopoly of collat- 
eral inheritance tax appraisals by Judge 
Holtcamp, and instead of being limite 
to $3 a day for their services, as con- 
templated by the old law, they were 
allowed to handle as many cases as they 
could each day, charging up $3 against 
each estate. The result was that in 
many instances the fees allowed to the 
appraisers amounted to as much as the 
inheritance tax. While the law con- 
templated that not more than $0 a 


month could be paid to appraisers, Lee 
and Baker obtained fee® of $200 to $400 
a month, each, for their work. 

As the result of the exposures of the 
fee system made by the Post-Dispatch 
last fall, the Legislature is working out 
a program for abolishing the practice 
which has grown up under the old col- 
lateral inheritance tax law. Besides 
the big fees allowed for appraisais, 
State Auditor Gordon has appointgd at- 
torneys in each county, who are also 
allowed fees amounting to 6 per cent of 
the collections. 

Thomas Bond of St. Louis, son of Su- 
preme.Judge Henry W. Bond and a 
son-in-law of former Judge Henry 8. 
Priest, was appointed attorney for Gor- 
don in St. Louis, and has been making 
fees amounting to $9000 to $10,000 a year. 

The fees allowed to the attorneys for 
the State Auditor, and the fees allowed 
to the appraisers have resulted in mak- 
ing the expenses of collecting the col- 
lateral inheritance taxes unusually high, 
The State university, which is the bene- 
ficiary of the collateral inheritance tax, 


has been deprived of thousands of dol-' 


lars of revenue as the result of the 
excessive fees allowed by Probate 
Judges. 

Representative Moroney’s bill will be 
made a party measure and will be put 
through both branches of the Legisla- 
ture.

Notified State Department.

some months later, for reasons best 
known to himself and in the campaign he 
then opened on the Banco Nacional there 
was no interference from me until I 
learned of Vick’s determination to turn 
the business from an American to a 
British corporation (Royal 
Canada), whereupon I simply notified 
the State Department of Mr. Vick’s in- 
tention and asked the State Department 
to note the significance of the change. 

“This notification prevented Vick from 
carrying out his purpose and the depos- 
itory was returned to the original bank- 
er from which it was first taken, who 
was the lowest bidder in the proposals 
in answer to Mr. Vick’s advertisement. 

“The record of the State Department 
will show that I never recommended 
any one bank above another except that 
I urged a@ preference for sore Ameri- 
can bank, stating that if the American 
banks here were not satisfactory the 
department should urge some responsi- 
ble bank in America to open a bank 
here.”’ 

Expert Sent to Island. 

Sullivan claimed he had been instru- 
mental in having a financial expert, 
Charles M. Johnston, sent to the island. 

Sullivan denied that he had caused 
bloodshed on the island and asserted 
that at the time of the revolution in 
4913 it was through his efforts that a 
peace pact had been signed “which 
ended what promised to be the most 
sanguinary revolution in the history of 
the country.’’ He declared that on more 
than one occasion he had prevented bat- 
tles almost at the moment they were to 
occur. 

He had been instrumental in holding 
a fair election “‘to the astonishment of 
natives and foreigners”’ and for the first 
time established a government not based 
on force. He had obtained free speech 
and a free press, released political pris- 
oners, obtained from the Government 
the right of fair trial and broken up 
corruption in the public works de- 
partment, he said. 

“Since that time I have devoted my- 
self to the task of driying unworthy 
Americans, bent on loot, from the coun- 
try,” he added. 

Vick Denies Chars 

Sullivan declared that Vick had dis- 
played more interest in public contracts 
than he did and charged that he was 
interested in lighthouse contracts. This 
Vicx denied on the stand. as he did all 
of Sullivan's counter accusations, char- 
acterizing some of them as “‘lies.”’ 
The investigation closed here yester- 
day, to be resumed in Washington prob- 
ably Tuesday. Before adjournment Vick 
received permission to read into the rec- 
ord a statement in which he said he 
deemed it his duty to have the im- 
pression repudiated that “any member 
of the official family of President Wil- 
son had directly or indirectly been iden- 
tifled with any acts that would affect 
his honor as a public man, or taint his 
character.” 

“I make this statement,” he said, “in 
view of the wide publicity given to the 
investigation and because I know how 
easy it is to arouse in the public mind 
thoughts and suspicions.”’

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NED AT BREMEN 


Skipper Pinchin Tells How He 
Eluded Warships and 
Escaped Mines. ° 


NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—Capt. Edward 
Pinchin, who piloted the ‘American 
steamer El Monte through mine-strewn 
waters into the harbor of Bremen on 
New Year’s day, brought his ship back 
to this port today. Although Capt. Pin- 
chin’s feat Was regarded with amaze- 
ment at Bremen, he was arrested before 
his ship could discharge its cargo of 
6000 bales of cotton, questioned at length 
and finally taken before a German Ad- 
miral who cross-examined him and re- 
leased him. 

Because of the double distinction of 
guiding his ship through the mine fields 
and of bringing the American flag into 
Bremen Harbor for the first time in 
44 years aboard a merchant vessel, 
Capt. Pinchin was royally entertained, 
he said. 

Capt. Pinchin said that he had steered 
his vessel through a prohibited channel 
into the harbor during a fog. Because 
of the fog he eluded the cordon of Ger- 
man battleships and cruisers stationed 
at the entrance. The first of the Ger- 
man naval authorities knew of his in- 
tentions was when the fog lifted and 
they saw El Monte lying at anchor. 

El] Monte sailed from New York Dec 
11, stopping here on her way from Gal- 
veston. She errived at Dover, England. 
on Christmas day and had to wait till 
the next day, on account of the holiday, 
to obtain permission from the British 
Admiralty to continue her trip. Capt. 
Pinchin said that after he left Dover 
he was held up by patrol boats at Deal 
unti] a party of junior naval officers, 
who boarded her, were satisfied as to 
her cargo and destination. 

After the El Monte had discharged her 
cargo at Bremen her crew of American 
sailors obtained a shore leave. They 
were welcomed by citizens with a great 
demonstration, Capt. Pinchin said. 

Bl Monte brought back a cargo of 
salt from Bremen.

When a license is sought the Health 
Commissicner is empowered to inspect 
the locality of the proposed bake 
that it is provided with sanitary 
rlumbing and good ventilation. The bill 
provides that all bake shops located tn 
Lhasements must have water vroof, con- 
eréte floers, rat proof corners and the 
smoking of tobacco upon the premis*s 
is forbidden. License will be granted 
upon the payment of $5 if recommended 
vy the Health Commissioncr.

ORDER RESTORED 


Constiutionalist Leader to Re- 
turn to Capital From 
Vera Cruz. 


MEXICO CITY, Mexico, Jan. 29.~—The 
capital today is in the hands of the 
forces of Gen. Carranza, who, while 
acting as the provisional president of the 
Government, was forced to leave here 
early in November upon the advance of 
troops of Gens Villa and Zapata. The 
new authorities have re-established or- 
der and a general feeling of confidence 
prevails. 

It has been established that the shoot- 
ing »which oocurred in the main plaza, 
before the National Palace when Gen. 
Alvaro Obregon, at the head of the 
Carranza forces, reached that place yes- 
terday afternoon, was done by snipers 
who were hidden on the a ata of the 
cathedral. 

Speaking of the Incident today, Gen. 
Obregon said that the shots were un- 
doubtedly directed towards him and that 
it was an attempted assassination. The 
perpetrators have not yet been cap- 
tured. Three soldiers were killed and a 
number wounded during the firing. 

All saloons are closed as the result of 
an order by the authorities, but the 
commercial houses and banks have de- 
Clared that they will resume business 
immediately. 


ranza troops entered the capital. Gen. 
Carranza is expected itn a few days. 

The Zapatista troops who left the city 
on the appearance of Gen. Obregon and 
his forces have retreated to the south- 
ward. 


Gen. Carranza, the first chief of the 
Constitutionalists,* will, according to 
Vera Crus advices, return to the cap- 
ital immediately and it is probable that 
he will re-establish his government 
there in the near future. 

This is the second time that Gen. Car- 
ranza has been in power in the Mexi- 
can ‘capital. He first entered the place 
on' Aug. 20 last, following the retire- 
ment of Gen. Victorino Huerta, having 
the entire Constitutional forces as his 
support. 

For a time he reigned and then an 
old dispute between Carranza and Gen. 
Francisco Villa, the chief military lead- 
er of the Constitutionalists, was re- 
vived. Officially it was said that the 
difficulty arose from questions of pol- 
icy, but the Carranza followers laid it 
to the alleged ambition of Villa to.as- 
sume the reins of government. 

Gen. Villa finally issued an ultimatum 
that Carranza must retire and a con- 
vention of all revolutionary chiefs was 
called to meet at Aguascalientes on Oct. 
10 to decide upon the best way to estab- 
lish a government. The majority senti- 
ment favored Villa and Carranza was 
asked to resign but he refused to give 
up control of the government.

EPRESENTATIVE J. H. TAYLOR 
of Jackson County, Missouri, is 
the legislative fall guy for Joe Mur- 
phy’s latest “livestock club” scheme 
to restore winger in Missouri.

Price Is Down Three Points 
From Yesterday’s Close; 
Other Issues Irregular.

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—The Evening 
Post, in its vopyrighted financial review 


today, says: | 

“Today's was in some respects @ 
curious market.. That the uecusue Ii 
stocks was immediately due to vigor- 
ous and concerted bear operations it 
was impossible to doubt. To what ex- 
tent the decline reflected any change in 
general conditions or expectations is not 
SO easy to say, for the reason that the 
movement was pivoted almost wholly 
on the successive reductions in Steel 
common stock’s official ‘minimum’ price, 
and the yuick decline of the stock to 
each new ‘minimum.’ 
able to say today whether that actiuoa 
ot the shares meant that the minimum 
had been all along too high or merely 
that the public regarded a reduction ol 
that minimum as the official declaration 
of a new intrinsic value. 

“This whole incident is apparently 
more concerned with mental than with 
purely financial considerations—which 
may be judged from the fact that ‘Steel’ 
has been practically alone in the dis- 
cussion. - It was inevitable, under the 
circumstances, that Wall street shoul! 
have talked still more of the abolition 
of all minimum price restrictions. This 
may be premature, but the fact that th> 
plan is suggested as a remedy shows 
what a singujar situation is involved. 

‘The Wall street assumption obvious.’ 
is that a stock would be less likely to 
decline if no minimum at all were fixed 
than if one had existed and were to be 
marked down lower. 

Foreign Exchange Easier. 

“There was a decidedly easier tone 
to the foreign exchange market, and 
sight drafts on London declined to 
$4.84%. This was a break of % cent 
tor the day. The decline was due to 
the failure of bankers to apply for 
the large remittances, which it was 
expected would be required in con- 
nection with payments for securities 
sold by Europe here. 

“The fact that the foreign liquida- 
tion did not reach nearly the volume 
that had been expected made it nec- 
essary for some banking houses and 
brokers to reduce the holdings of ex- 
change which had been accumulated 
for the purpose of effecting such re- 
mittances. There was also a fair 
supply. of commercial bills in the 
market. 

“So far as the money 
concerned the developments 
day were very interesting. 
finding it difficult to put 
money at the quoted rates, 
slight concession in cases where 
good-sized loans were applied for. 
Some loans running for 60 days were 
made for 2% per cent, as against 3 
per cent recently charged. 

“There was some inquiry for time 
money from interior markets, but 
the banks here were not able to make 
as large aggregate loans as thev de- 
sired to make. The consequence was 
that other lenders put a: portion of 
their loanable funds into short term 
notes which, even at the high prices 
prevailing, provided a larger net re- 
turn than could be derived from the 
money market. 


Bond Market Is Active. 

“Excellent buying of bonds by the 
savings banks, with large subscriptions 
by those banks for the new Pennsyl- 
vuhnia Railroad loan, was a factor in the 
bond market. The inquiry from the say- 
ings banks was natural enough, in view 
of the better showing being made by 
those institutions. Some of the large 
banks now report a considerable excess 
of deposits over withdrawals. This has 
made it possible for many banks that 
have kept out of the bond market for 
several weeks to take blocks of bonds 
again at the relatively favorable prices 
now prevailing. 

“There was broad buying of all good 
municipal bonds, and the demand for 
the issues of first and second-grade 
cilities was fully as strong as has been 
seen at any time yet. The fact that 
various municipalities were arranging to 
bring out new loans, in many cases at 
higher interest rates than were carried 
hy issues already in the market, did not 
have any depressing effect. 

‘‘A good deal of interest was shown 
in the report that the iFederal Reserve 
Board would soon hand down its ruling 
with reference to the purchase of bank- 
ers’ acceptances by the Federal reserve 
banks. The law says that the reserve 
banks may buy acceptances of the kind 
indicated by the board, but inasmuch as 
the board has not yet promulgated its 
regulations the banks have thus far 
been«kept out of the market for. prime 
securities of that class. 

“Special interest attaches to the forth- 
coming action by the board, since it Is 
understood that if the regulations are 
broad enough to cover various classes of 
short-dated paper, given by § foreign 
Governments in payment for supplies 
purchased here, some additional loans 
may be taken by the foreign bankiny# 
houses, which have handled most ol 
that business. The bankers here coul'l 
in all probability make large additional 
loans if they cared to do so.
